Harvey, 
American 
Ambassador 
to 
Great Britain, who called himself a 
messenger boy, returned home Sun­ 
day on the storm-tossed liner Beren- 
garia to report to Washington on in­ 
formation he was asked to get from 
London. 
“I will not 
and 
cannot grant an 
interview,” he 
said 
as 
he met news­ 
paper men in 
the de luxe cabin 
of 
the ship, “but I will talk a bit in­ 
formally with you.” 
It was while he was talking in­ 
formally that he said there was no 
question 
of 
England 
paying 
her 
debts to the United States, and added 
that he had come home to bring in­ 
formation on that subject to Presi­ 
dent Harding. 
“I am merely coming home to re­ 
port to my editor-in-chief 
and 
my 
managing editor,” he said, “and am 
really nothing but a messenger boy. 
I ran say this, however, the present 
English Government plans to settle 
and to pay its debt to America. 
But 
it is a delicate job. 
It will require 
very careful handling. 
Face Biggest Transaction 
“I believe the men on the Ameri­ 
can mission and those named on the 
British mission, which is now en route 
here, will reach a decision if any one 
can. 
They face the biggest financial 
transaction the world has ever known, 
but they face it as the best men that 
could possibly, handle it. 


“Stanley Baldwin, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, who heads the mission, is 
a remarkable man. 
He is extremely 
able. 
In fact, he is one of the ablest 
men in British public life. 
Montagu 
Norman, Governor of the Bank of 
England, while of retiring disposition, 
is a man of ability and power.” 
That was all Colonel Harvey would 
say about affairs of state.

tions negotiations. 
Significant of the situation, Finance 
Minister Andress Hermes, the only 
high Government official to speak di­ 
rectly to the American people, d e­ 
clared that 1922 failed to bring peace 
because of fiscal difficulties. 
“At the 
turn of the year this is a depressing 
fact,” said Dr. Hermes. 
“More ser­ 
iously than in preceding years, un­ 
certainty encumbers the real peace and 
economic life of Germany, Europe 
and the whole world. The entire Ger­ 
man nation today, more than ever be­ 
fore, is engrossed with one alarming 
doubt—whether or not during the com­ 
ing year a reasonable economic con­ 
ception and the decisive will for peace 
will curry the day against the politi­ 
cal tendency toward force. 
“ I don’t abandon hope,” continued 
Dr. Hermes, “that the coming year 
will bring a solution of the repara­ 
tions problem, and bring nearer the 
reconstruction 
of heavily damaged 
Europe by the free cooperations of 
nations. 
Germany expresses a will­ 
ingness to create preliminary condi­ 
tions for attaining that great aim; 
but the nation can do its utmost for 
its own reconstruction and the ful­ 
fillment of its obligations only when 
the goal of economic and political 
freedom is perceptible. 
Only under 
the protection of freedom can the na­ 
tion develop Jts fullest virtues.”

Time Candles And Hour Glasses 
The candle, for timekeeping, wa% 
replaced by the sand-glass or hour­ 
glass, which even at the present day 
has not gone out of use altogether. 
I Devices of this kind, which m ark tho 
passage of minutes by a trickle of fine 
grains of quartz sand, are com monly 


utilized 
in 
restaurants 
and 
hotel 
kitchens to tim e the boiling of eggs, 
and m any a housewife employs the 
ancient contrivance for the sam e or 
like purposes. 
In Catholic monasteries and con­ 
vents hour-glasses are' used to regu­ 
late the length of prayers.

them are set in elaborately wrought 
frames of bronze, silver or gold, and. 
dating back to the later Middle Ages, 
are very interesting to the student of 
antiquities. 
The natives of Polynesia, to reckon 
time, stick into the ground the midrib 
of a palm-leaf, on which are skewered 
a num ber of the oily nuts of the 
candlenut tree. 
These nuts are of 
nearly uniform size. and, when the 
uppermost one is lighted, burning with 
a clear bluish flame, it continues to 
burn for just about ten minutes, th ere­ 
upon igniting the next one beneath. 
Thus the burning of a six-nut palm- 
candle takes approximately one hour. 
Telling Time By The Sun 
In Canada, an Indian guide travel­ 
ing ahead of his party sets up in 
the snow a tall stick, and m arks the 
line of the shadow which it casts. 
Thus, when those who follow him 
reach the spot, In pursuing the trail, 
they can tell, by noting the shift of 
the shadow', how many hours have 
elapsed since he was there, and can 
estimate how far he Is in advance of 
them.

earliest timekeeping contrivances are 
attributed to the Arabs, who long be­ 
fore the birth of Christ possessed con­ 
siderable astronomical knowledge and 
had made im portant progress in the 
development of the physical sciences 
generally. 
Most rem arkable of ancient clocks, 
however, was the one constructed in 
89S, A. IL, by the Chinese astronom er 
Tslang. 
It was a machine mounted on 
a m iniature terrace, IO feet high and 
divided into three stories.

Images of men. one for every bour, 
appeared in turn upon the terrace.
